Edmontonians got a brief scare 
yesterday as Environment Canada 
issued a tornado watch for the re¬ 
gion after a powerful storm blew 
through the city.

Report ordered 
after death of boy

Would-be foster parents in Al¬ 
berta will be examined more 
closely by child care workers, 
vowed Children Services Min¬ 
ister Janice Tbrchuk yester¬ 
day, over a year and a half 
since a toddler was slain in an 
Edmonton foster home. 


The province unveiled the 
new plans yesterday after an 
expert panel released a report 
calling for changes to Alberta's 
foster care system, in¬ 
cluding plans to make 
new foster parents un¬ 
dergo a six-month pro¬ 
bation period. 

Thrchuk ordered the 
report after a three- 
year-old boy died in January 
2007. A foster mother is 
chaiged in the boy's death. 


While all of the panel's eight 
recommendations will be 
adopted, Thrchuk wouldn't 
comment what recommenda¬ 
tions are related to the 
case since it is currently 
before the courts. 

"The challenge is al¬ 
ways to protect the pri¬ 
vacy of the family and 
the children that we 
serve, and balance that with 
being as open and account¬ 
able with the public as we 


can," said Tarchuk. 

The number of foster par¬ 
ents in Alberta has dropped by 
half since 2004 because of Al¬ 
berta's aging population, says 
Thrchuk, who also announced 
plans to spend over $1.2 mil- 
hon in a two-year ad campaign 
aimed at getting more people to 
think about foster parenting. 

The new changes in the 
system, however, shouldn't 
scare off would-be foster par¬ 
ents, said Tarchuk. 


numbers 

There are 2,300 foster par¬ 
ents in Alberta who are tak¬ 
ing care of 4,600 children and 
teens, said Tarchuk. 


"If someone is serious about 
wanting to be a foster parent, 
they would not have any diffi¬ 
culty with any of these recom¬ 
mendations," said Thrchuk. 

Critics of the new changes, 
including NDP MIA Rachel 


Notley, say training that is cur¬ 
rently provided to foster par¬ 
ents is unacceptable and staff 
numbers need to be increased 
in every level of the system. 

"If you look at the list of 
things they now have to do, 
with all the new forms they 
have to fill out, all the new 
assessments they have to do, 
what that says to me is that 
we need to significantly in¬ 
crease their resources," said 
Notley.

Man in critical condition after shooting

A man who looked like he 
was shot a number of times 
stumbled into the back of a 
Chinatown restaurant early 
yesterday where he left a 
pool of blood, police said. 

The man, beheved to be in 
his 20s, was rushed to Royal 
Alexandra Hospital shortly 
after 2:30 a.m. where he was 
listed in critical condition last 


night. 

"He was in a confused state 
of mind and the staff here re¬ 
ally had nothing to do with (the 
man)," said an employee from 
the Happy Family Restaurant 
where the man was found. 

Police blocked off an area 
where it is believed the vic¬ 
tim was shot in front of the 
restaurant on 106 Avenue 
and 100 Street. 

A number of shell casings 
were littered on the sidewalk 


and a bullet hole was seen on 
a shattered and cracked glass 
door in the front of the Gar¬ 
den Bakery next door. 

Karen Carlson, a police 
spokeswoman, says the gang 
unit has been called in to the 
case and investigators believe 
the shooting wasn't random. 

The victim is known to po¬ 
lice, Carlson confirmed. 

No one is in custody and 
police are still continuing 
their investigation. 


This isn't the first time vi¬ 
olence has been seen in the 
area as 32-year-old Wing 
Fung was stabbed to death 
after a fight inside the Garden 
Bakery back in December. 

Kenneth Ian Lunty, 26, 
was charged with second de¬ 
gree murder in the city's 33rd 
homicide case last year. The 
accused killer's next appear¬ 
ance is in a Court of Queen's 
Bench courtroom Friday for 
an arraignment.

Which bus to take? 


Transit manager 
wants to scrap 
aging trolleys

In what has become a con¬ 
tinuing theme, the manager 
of Edmonton's transit sys¬ 
tem yesterday told a news 
briefing that keeping trolley 
buses in its transit fleet is 
too expensive and is much 
more harmful to the envi¬ 
ronment compared to run¬ 
ning hybrid diesel buses, 
says the city's manager for 
Edmonton Transit. 

"I think we are changing 
with the times ... and we 
have to develop our transit 
systems to make it effective 
and efficient," said Edmon¬ 
ton Transit Manager Charles 


Stolte during a news brief¬ 
ing yesterday morning. 

Thirty minutes later, a 
public hearing at city hall 
heard a long string of 27 
speakers voicing their opin¬ 
ions on whether or not the 
city should scrap its aging 
trolleys. 

"For land 
transport, 
what you 
have to do is 
electrify, elec¬ 
trify and elec¬ 
trify as 
quickly as 
possible," 

spoke Richard Gilbert, a 
consultant on urban issues. 

"I live in Toronto, I've 
lived there for 40 years and 
one of the big regrets now is 
that Toronto gave up its trol¬ 
ley bus system in 1992. It's 
been described ... as the 
worst decision the Toronto 


Transit Corporation has ever 
made." 

David Checkel, a mechan¬ 
ical engineering professor 
with the University of Al¬ 
berta, said Edmonton cof¬ 
fers will be down $100 
million extra just to main- 
tain the cur¬

rent trolley 
system over 
the next 20 
years. 

"They cost 
more to 
maintain and 
they cost 
more to oper¬ 
ate," said Checkel after re¬ 
leasing a report in the 
briefing. 

"The trolleys, of course, 
have no emissions at the 
street level, but have higher 
emissions at the power 
plant ... so overall the low¬ 
est green house (gas emitter) 


is the hybrid buses." 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi, a 
former bus driver, says the 
city's old trolleys needs to be 
replaced, but admitted he 
still has to decide whether 
or not the entire trolley sys¬ 
tem should be scrapped to 
make way for hybrid buses. 

"I always hated driving a 
trolley bus," said Sohi. "It's a 
very difficult vehicle to 
drive ... and the wire system 
is very difficult to manage." 

The city has currently 
preserved 24 of the trolleys 
as historical buses and if 
council approves the idea to 
scrap the old buses, some 
could be sent to Vancouver - 
which still maintains a fleet 
of trolleys — for its 2010 
Winter Olympic Games, said 
Stolte. 

City council is expected to 
make a decision next 
Wednesday. 


Serial arsonist hits 
west side again

Edmonton's serial arsonist 
has struck again, attempting 
to set the west end ablaze for 
the 11th time. 

Two dumpsters within five 
blocks of each other near 
Stony Plain Road were tar¬ 
geted around midnight Mon¬ 
day. 

To date, 11 intentional fires 
have been set in the west end, 
and six fires have been set in 
the north end of the city. 

Though a man was ar¬ 
rested in connection with 
four of the fires. Police Chief 
Mike Boyd recently set up a 
task force to catch the person 
or people that are trying to set 
the city on fire. 

Police officials said yester¬ 
day that those responsible are 
fighting existing debris in and 
around buildings, like dump¬ 


sters and baby carriages. 

"Police definitely want 
people to be aware of what's 
going on around their home 
and property and if there are 
any suspicious persons, to 
call police," said Edmonton 
Police Services Spokes¬ 
woman Patrycia 

Chalupczynska. 

Boyd said recently that po¬ 
lice do suspect that the per¬ 
sons involved have a 
particular motive for setting 
the fires and that they are in¬ 
vestigating a number of sus¬ 
pects who have a criminal 
background including arson. 

The task force met yester¬ 
day afternoon to discuss fur¬ 
ther steps that can be taken in 
the investigation. 

For now, all city residents 
are being asked to remain on 
high alert, especially those 
that keep odd hours.

The Mounties have con¬ 
firmed they knew about 
Julie Couillard before her 
bombshell relationship with 
Maxima Bernier hit the 
headlines. 

Deputy Commissioner Raf 
Souccar revealed yesterday 
that Couillard, who has past 
ties to biker gangs, was no 
stranger to the force. 

"I am familiar with this 


matter. I am familiar with 
Ms. Couillard. However, it 
would be inappropriate for 
me to be talking about a spe¬ 
cific case," he told the Com¬ 
mons public safety 
committee. 

Asked point-blank whether 
Couillard was known to the 
RCMP before she hit the spot¬ 


light last August as Bernier's 
girlfriend, Souccar replied, 
"Yes, she was." 

Bernier lost his cabinet 
post just over two weeks ago 
after Couillard revealed to a 
French-language television 
news show that he had left 
sensitive government papers 
at her house for more than 


five weeks. The Commons 
committee yesterday 

launched hearings into 
Bernier's security slip. But

$600M added to Afghan aid

Yesterday’s announcement of the new aid package is the 
long-awaited response to a January report that recom¬ 
mended extending — but overhauling — Canada’s work in 
Afghanistan. 


A Commons subcommittee 
has called on the federal gov¬ 
ernment to immediately seek 
the return of Guantanamo 
detainee Omar Khadr for re¬ 
habilitation as a child soldier 
with strict curbs on his free¬ 
dom if necessary, and for 
trial in Canada if evidence 
warrants. 

Over stiff opposition from 
Conservative MPs, the inter¬ 
national human rights sub¬ 
committee endorsed a report 
containing seven recommen¬ 
dations that would un¬ 
shackle Khadr from U.S. 


custody, and turn him over 
to Canadian law enforce¬ 
ment. 

It declares a firm belief 
that Khadr, aged 15 at the 
time he was wounded and 
captured in a deadly gunfight 
in Afghanistan, is a child sol¬ 
dier and should not be 
treated as an adult accused. 

The report adds to a grow¬ 
ing chorus of calls for the 
Harper Conservatives to fi¬ 
nally weigh in on the Ameri¬ 
can military prosecution of 
Khadr.

The military expects new in¬ 
surgent attacks focused on 
three major aid projects it 
plans to complete before 
leaving Kandahar in 2011. 

The projects are the cen¬ 
trepiece of an aid plan that 
will increase Canada's total 
assistance to Afghanistan by 
about $600 million. 

The strategy involves the 


military playing a supporting 
role in efforts to refurbish 
one of Kandahar's main irri¬ 
gation dams; build, repair or 
expand 50 schools in the 
province; and vaccinate 
350,000 Kandahar children 
under the age of 5 against 
polio. 


The report provided the 
common ground for Conser¬ 
vatives and Liberals to agree 
to stay in Kandahar to 2011.

Plane fire leaves 28 dead 


A Sudanese airliner burst 
into flames after landing in 
Khartoum overnight in bad 
weather, killing at least 28 of 
the 217 people on board, offi¬ 
cials said late yesterday. 

Khartoum airport's head 
of medical services, Major- 
General Mohamed Osman 
Mahjoub, said authorities 
had so far established there 
were 123 survivors but 66 
people were unaccounted for. 
The plane's emergency 
chutes enabled the survivors 
to escape.

Mabrouk Mubarak Salim, 
minister of State for Trans¬ 
port, said there was an ex¬ 
plosion in the right side of 
the engine. “So far we don’t 
have precise information 
but we think the weather is 
a main reason for what hap¬ 
pened.”

Market bet on 
quarter-point cut 

Canadian investors are in for 
a period of second-guessing 
the Bank of Canada on mon¬ 
etary policy after a surprise 
freeze on interest rates ex¬ 
posed a rare disconnect be¬ 
tween the market and 
policymakers. 

The central bank held its 
overnight rate steady at 3 per 
cent yesterday due to infla¬ 
tion concerns. The market 
had placed its bets on a quar¬ 
ter-point cut, based on dovish 


signals from the bank's gov¬ 
erning council that were later 
reinforced by an unexpected 
economic contraction in the 
first quarter. 

It is highly unusual for 
markets to misread the 
bank's thinking so com¬ 
pletely. 

"I do not remember an 


episode when the market was 
so completely wrong," said 
Doug Porter, deputy chief 
economist at BMO Capital 
Markets. The bank said in 
April it would likely cut it 
overnight rate further, after 
lopping off 150 basis points 
since December, but left the 
timing vague. 


Porter and others acknowl¬ 
edge that, while the unpre¬ 
dictability may coincide with 
the new leadership of Gover¬ 
nor Mark Carney, the more 
likely explanation is the need 
to be flexible in the face of 
fast-changing events in the 
world economy and in finan¬ 
cial markets. 

Carney, who vowed to im¬ 
prove transparency at the 
bank shortly after taking of¬ 
fice in February, is simply 
paying heed to the very sud¬ 
den threat from soaring oil 
prices, analysts said, reuters

Dodge Journey 
maps new territory

The new Journey is Dodge's 
answer to that increasingly 
popular entry-level 

"crossover" segment. Aimed 
straight at the Toyota RAV4, 
Hyundai Santa Fe, Kia Rondo, 
MazdaS and others, the Jour¬ 
ney gives Dodge a decent shot 
at respectability in a market 
sector virtually dominated by 
Asian nameplates. 

The Journey is based on 
Dodge's proven Avenger plat¬ 
form, although the wheelbase 
has been stretched 124 mm to 
accommodate an optional 
third-row seat. It sits a little 
higher, too, but the overall 
length has only grown by 43 
mm, meaning a reasonably 
compact size that's good for 
congested urban roads. All 
models get independent sus¬ 
pension and disc brakes on aU 
four wheels. 

There are four versions to 
choose from, all well 
equipped: the Journey SE 
CVP (Canada Value Package) 
at $19,995; Journey SE Plus 
which starts at $20,995; the 
$24,995 Journey SXT; and 
the range-topping R/T model 
at$27,995. 

Both SE models get a 173 
horsepower 2.4-litre four- 
cylinder engine while those 
seeking more punch in the 
power department will hkely 
go for the 235 hp 3.5-litre V6 
found in the SXT and IVT trim. 

The only transmissions 
available are automatics: a 
four-speed on the SEs and a 
six-speed for V6-powered 
models.

though an electronic all- 
wheel-drive system that can 
split power up to 60:40 front- 
to-rear is optional on the SXT 
and R/T. 

The Journey also follows 
recent Dodge designs inside, 
with storage bins in the sec¬ 
ond-row floor wells, under 
the passenger seat and, of 
course, the dual glove boxes 
with the Chni Zone beverage 
storage. Rear cargo room is 
generous as well. 

The optional third-row 
seat, unlike many of its com¬ 
petitors, is available across the 
line as a $ 1,175 option, bring¬ 
ing with it air conditioning. 

Behind the steering wheel, 
the forward-angled dash 
gives a better sense of space, 
while large windows and a 


fairly low beltline provide 
plenty of visibility. 

Our Journey R/T kept the 
cabin nicely isolated from 
most pavement imperfec¬ 
tions and only a little wind 
noise around the windshield 
pillars made it past the triple ¬ 
door seals. 

It handled well too, al¬ 
though a bit more steering 
feel would be welcome. The 
brakes are solid, if not the 
most aggressive in their re¬ 
sponse. 

It looks hke Dodge might 
have a legitimate hit on its 
hands.

Capital is a mix of 
surf, seafood and

L ong considered just a stopover 
on the way to the famous Inca 
ruins at Machu Picchu, Lima 
has emerged as a destination spot of 
its own in recent years. Here's how 
to get the most from a weekend visit 
in the Peruvian capital: 


friday 


4 P.IVl. No time to lose. Get in touch 
with Lima's humble roots by going 
to the market in Chorrillos, where 
you can buy fish fresh off the boat. 
Meander around the wharf, which 
looks delightfully out of place in the 
middle of a major city. 

6 P.IVl. Grab a coffee at Cafe Haiti 
(160 Avenida Diagonal, Miraflores), 
a cool cafe that overlooks Kennedy 
Park, smack in the centre of Mi¬ 
raflores madness. People watch as 
you sip your drink and ponder the 
cafe's slogan, printed on purple 
coasters: "Business and Love." Wan¬ 
der the side streets to look for little 
houses pulled straight from the nos¬ 
talgic novels of Mario Vargas Llosa. 
8 P.M. Take advantage of Lima's 
gastronomic renaissance by dining 
at one of the city's finest restaurants 
— Gala, a sophisticated seaside joint 
with great views of the water. It's 
sleek, trendy, but not in-your-face 
about its coolness. The menu is con¬ 
temporary, specializing in seafood 
and fish. 


Saturday 


9 A.M. Rise and shine. For break¬ 
fast, pop into Las Delicias juice bar 
and order a drink made from one of 
the exotic, tropical fruits typical of 
the region (across the street from La 
Mar 770, Miraflores). Granadilla 
and lucuma, which locals say only 
grows in Peru, are classics. 

11 A.M. Grab a taxi and head 
downtown. Get out at Plaza Mayor 
and watch the changing of the 
guard, a bizarrely formal affair with 
marching toy-like soldiers. Push 
past the requisite horde of tennis- 
shoed tourists and pop your head in 
at the Cathedral of Lima, where 
Spanish conqueror Francisco 
Pizarro is said to have laid the first 
stone. 

1 P.M. Walk to the San Francisco 
Church, known for its catacombs. 
Take a tour to go underground and 
see the dry bones and skulls of some 
70,000 people, arranged in artistic 
circles. 

3 P.M. Head to the Museum of the 
Inquisition to learn about torture 
techniques. Waterboarding, which 
has come under recent attack in the 
United States, was a common prac¬ 
tice at the time, especially for 
women, as it was considered a 
"kinder" way to extract information. 
The wax-like, human-size models 
leave little to the imagination. 

5 P.M. Time to relax. Head to Hotel 
Bolivar, the elegant, blue-velvet 
hotel that reigns over Plaza San

Martin. Try Peru's national drink — 
the pisco sour, a frothy, egg, brandy 
concoction that packs a serious 
punch, but goes down smooth. 

8 P.M. For dinner, head to Astrid y 
Gaston, the flagship restaurant of 
Chef Gaston Acurio. The food is ex¬ 
cellent and Gaston is famous for 
turning foodies onto the gamut of 
Peruvian cuisine. 

11 P.M. Go dancing! Head to El 
Dragon, a hip fusion club that at¬ 
tracts a young crowd. Or, slide on 
your fancy shoes and go to Gotica, 
an upscale club in LarcoMar, the 
seaside mall in Miraflores. 


Sunday 


6 A.M. Surf's up! If you are an en¬ 
ergetic early bird, stroll down the 
cobblestone walkway of the Bajada 
Balta to the beach. Rent a surfboard 
and wetsuit to insulate yourself 
from the chilly Pacific Ocean. Brave 
the consistently good waves that 
offer some of the best surfing of any 
big city. Ignore the people who say 
the water is polluted. 

10 A.M. Late risers can greet the 
morning by going for a leisurely 
walk along the ocean-front parks in 
Miraflores, perched atop steep cliffs. 


Alternatively, if you want a truly 
bird's-eye view, hop on a paraghd- 
ing tandem flight. Pass through 
"Love Park" where couples of all 
ages gather to cuddle and coo like 
teenagers. 

NOON Political buffs should hop 
over to the National Museum to 
check out the display on the Maoist 
Shining Path guerrillas who desta¬ 
bilized the country in the 1980s and 
1990s before the rise of the auto¬ 
cratic President Alberto Fujimori, 
who now stands trial on charges of 
human rights abuses. 

1 P.M. A trip to Peru is not complete 
without trying ceviche, a classic 
seafood dish, originally eaten by the 
Incans, served with a spicy citrus 
sauce that both gives the fish 
flavour and "cooks" it. Try the unas¬ 
suming but tasty Punto Azul (Bena¬ 
vides 2711, Miraflores). 

2 P.M. Time to shop. Head to the 
arts and crafts market in Miraflores 
to burn whatever might be left of 
your soles, Peru's currency. Spend 
time poking around the maze of 
small stalls to find the handicrafts 
you want to take home. 

4 P.M.Though you might not have 
time to visit the Inca ruins at 
Machu Picchu in southwest Peru or 
any of the other archeological won¬ 
ders that line the coast, the ruins at 
Huaca Pucllana are just a stones 
throw from downtown Lima. Ex¬ 
plore ongoing excavations and the 
zoo. Finally, relax and take in the 
sunset with your cocktail at the 
striking on-site restaurant reuters

Flawed characters 
on big screen find 
more popularity

In the upcoming Incredible 
Hulk movie, Edward Norton 
utters a phrase that perhaps 
best epitomizes the big- 
screen superhero: "When I 
lose control, it's very danger¬ 
ous to be around me." 

No kidding! Anyone who 
unwittingly turns into a ram¬ 
paging green monster when 
they're ticked off is definitely 
somebody I'd rather not sit 
across from at the euchre 
table. But, as a superhero, 
shouldn't we admire The 
Hulk's feats and noble quali¬ 
ties instead of fear him? 

Well, not necessarily. 
When a character is reluc¬ 
tant, flawed or devoid of the 
attributes we associate with 
altruistic heroism, that char¬ 
acter is called an anti-hero 
and there are few better ex¬ 
amples than The Hulk. 
Whereas traditional heroes 
brave danger for the sake of 
others, the character of Bruce 
Banner merely copes with 
the gamma-radiation acci¬ 
dent that reluctantly turned 


him into a monstrous rage. 

While anti-heroes have 
been prevalent in cinema 
since the days of pulp fiction 
(think Sam Spade in The Mal¬ 
tese Falcon), they only con¬ 
tinue to increase in 
popularity. Many critics 
argue that this advancing 
popularity is hinged on a 
cynical recognition that peo¬ 
ple find naturally flawed 
characters more believable. 

This summer surely vindi¬ 
cates that notion. In addition 
to the Incredible Hulk, such 


movies as Wanted, HeUboy 2, 
Death Race and even Indiana 
Jones are relying on the anti¬ 
heroic traits of their lead char¬ 
acters to attract audiences. 

It began with Iron Man, a 
superhero whose alter-ego is 
fraught with human frailties. 
A loner who drinks, smokes 
and womanizes; by compar¬ 
ison, he makes Superman 
look like a Quaker. 

Vengeance is often an at¬ 
tribute of anti-heroism. This 
summer, it's best represented 
with The Dark Knight. Not 


only does that film feature 
the vigilante justice of Bat¬ 
man but it introduces an 
even more dubious anti-hero 
in Harvey Two-Face (Aaron 
Eckhart), a district attorney 
who transforms into a sav¬ 
age killer. Two-Face is the 
consummate anti-hero in 
that, being on the side of jus¬ 
tice, he only kills the bad 
dudes — a morally complex 
question to be sure. 

Then there is Mil Smith. In 
his new action-comedy Han¬ 
cock, he simply plays a hard- 


drinking superhero that's de¬ 
scribed as "edgy, conflicted, 
sarcastic, and misunder¬ 
stood"; he even seems to get 
jiggy by threatening little kids. 

While these characteristics 
aren't admirable, we still em¬ 
pathize with anti-heroes be¬ 
cause they represent our own 
flaws and thereby embody 
the promise that we too can 
overcome our frailties for the 
greater good. As for me, well. 
I'm just relieved my central 
frailty doesn't happen to be a 
bad attitude and green skin.

McCartney had known 
about Tedder's writing abili¬ 
ties for a while, and so the 
pair decided to meet up prior 
to the release of OneRepub¬ 
lic's radio and ringtone hit 
Apologize. 

McCartney says he was in
